In exercise of the powers coqletrcd bv Sub-section., (t) 
to (o) of Section-123 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 
(Act 38 ol 1963), the Board of Trustees of the Port of Visa- 
kh.jpBtnaiu hereby makes .the following Regulations subject 
to the appioval of the Cent.al Government, for licensing of 
Stevedores. ,«d the same having been pre-publlshtd in the* 
Andhra Pradesh Gazette as inquired finder Section 124 of 
the said Act, namely:-- 

1. (d Short Title—Theje regulations may be called ‘The 
Visakhapatnam Poit Trust (Licensing of Stevedores and 
Allied Matters) Regulations, 1987”. 

(li) They shall come into force with effect from the date 
of final publication In the gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these Regulations, unless the context 
otherwise reauirea— 

(i) “Act” means the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963. 

(li) ‘‘Board'’ means the Major Boatd ot Trustees of the 
Port of Visakhapatnam as constituted under the 
Act. 

(iiO “Chairman' means Chapman of fh" “Board '. 

(iv) "Dock Labour Board” means the Visakhapatnam 
Dock Lnboir- Board constituted under the Dock 
Workers (Regulations of Employment) Act, 1948 
(Act 9 of 1948). 

(v) “Form” means form annexed lo these Regulation-,. 

(vi) ‘Port’ means Visakhapatnam- Port, 

(vii) Poit trust means Visakhapatnam Poit Trust 
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(vin) ‘Stevedore’ means 4 person to whom a stevedoring 
Itcence has been given under Regulation 3, and in¬ 
cludes a person who is a stevedore by virtue of 
Regulation 11, 

tix) “Traffic Manager” means tin; Officer ot the Visakhu- 
paiiiom Port Irust tor the time being in. chaige of 
the Traffic Department and includes the Deputies nod 
Assistants to the Traffic Manager and any other 
Officers acting under the aulhonty of the Traffic 
Manager. 

3. Is ale of Stevedoring Licence-—(1) flic Chaiiman may 
issue stevedoring licences tor a period of two years on appli¬ 
cation to pci sons to act as Stevedores at the Port to pci form 
the woik of landing and shipping of goods between vessels 
in the Port and the wharves, piers, quays or clocks belonging 
to or in the possession of the Board and any other work in¬ 
volved in the Stevedoring ol vessels within the Port. 

(2) Nn Stevedore shall ho allowed to work on hoa.d any 
vessel in the Port except undei a licence issued by the Chair¬ 
man under these Regulations. 

4, Production of evidence of stevedoring work done/capu- 
ciiy to do such work,—No licence to work as a stevedore 
shall he granted unless the Applicant :— 

(a) Produces evident*; -that be has nnuntained/vvould 
maintain the input/output nouns ol handling diflei- 
ent commodities as may be laid down by the Chau- 
mun from time to time- 

lb) Produce^ rvidenec 0 / Jilts financial stand ng to meet 
tli- obligations to the labour, winkers and staff tin 
PiOyed on account of wages and compensation undei 
the Workmen's Compcnsat-on Act, 1923, payment ol 
Wages Act, 1936 Industiid Disputes Act, 1947, or 
any other law for the time Itgmg in force, and makes 
a deposit of Rs, One Lakh in cash or any other 
acceptable security which will be refunded/dischaifl¬ 
ed aftei the tcrnimation/oxpiry of the licence and 
that he shall also produce a Bank Guatanteo foi 
ROne Lakh in the Pi escribed pioforitni of Mie 
Board valid dining the cuttmcy of the licence- ‘,0 
a-- to meet any contingency. 

(ct Umki'akeb lo have m his employment such maun urn 
stall and have in hi- possession such minimum gear 
as may be prescribed by the Chairman for under¬ 
taking stevedoring efficiently. 

Note —The vessel owners, vessel operators, steamor agents 
and importers and exporters would also be eligible lor grant 
of a I 'cencc 

5 Duties ,-nd Responsibilities of .Stevedore, —livery' Steve¬ 
dore, 'hall be subject to the following duties, obligations and 
roponvbilitiex duimg the currency of stevedoring licence 
issued to him bv the Chairman namely — 

ta) He shall ensure due compliance by all the staff and 

labour/workers employed by hint during the Opera¬ 
tion of landing and shipping or transhipping goods 
01 work incidental thereto, of the provisions of the 
Dock Workeis (Safety, Health and Welfare) Act, 
1986, Hie Dock Workers (Regulations of Employ¬ 
ment) Act, 1948 (9 of 1948), the Rules and R?gu 
lations framed thereunder, the Industrial Disputes 
Act, ]947, the payment ot Bonin Act, J955, and 
Rules, Regulations and Schemes issued theretinder 
relating to such operations and fur the time being 
in fence. 

tb) He shall catty out the operations with the near 
owned ot hiied bv him 

(c) lie shall be solely responsible foi any accident tn 
damage resulting from the use of any gear used by 
him, 

(d) He shall comply with all accepted safe practices m 
relation to operations performed by him. 

tc) He shrill indemnify the Bond against all thiid j»ity 

claims arising out of opeiations performed by him. 
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(f) Whenever the Board has to pay compensation to any 

of its employees or workers or his dependents under 
the provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1923 in consequence of any accident arising ojjt of, 
and during the course of work performed by a Ste¬ 
vedore o: any employee or worker employed by 
him, the Stevedore shall reimburse the Board any 
sum so paid for any such purpose the quantum of 
compensation as determined under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, 1923 shall be taken as binding 
and conclusive between the Board and the Steve 
dore. 

(g) If any gear, Plant and other property of the Port' 
Trust Board is damaged in the course of any such 
operation, the Stevedore shall compensate the Boaid 
for such loss or damage, the extent of which shall 
be decided by the Chairman after carrying out a 
propel enquiry. 

Note.—For the purpose of sub-Regulations d) and 

(g) referred to above the term employee or worker 
shall include the registered or casual workei of the 
Dock Labour Board. 

(h) He shall agree to refer any dispute or difference bet¬ 
ween him and the Visakhapatnam Port Trust as to 
the payment of compensation, its quantum or any 
connected question to an Arbitrator nominated by 
the Chairman. 

(i) He shall be responsible to employ at least one ex¬ 

perienced person viz.. Foreman to supervise in every 
vessel in respect of which he has undertaken the 
Stevedoring operations 

(j) He shall submit promptly any infoi (nation asked for 

by the Chairman or any Officer of the Board from 
time to time. 

(k) He shall ensure that all the dues of the Port Trust 

Board and the Dock Labour Board aie paid on the 
appointed dates, failing which his licence shall not 
be renewable and be liable to be cancelled under 
these Regulations. 

(l) He shall provide for adequate supervision over the 

workers employed by him in order to ensure maxi¬ 
mum productivity consistent with the requirements 
of safety. 

(m) He shall provide all the necessary gear, equipment 
duly tested for the .respective type of cargo. 

(n) He shall pioducc the gear, equipment with necessary 
annealing and test certificates for inspection periodi¬ 
cally or whenever demanded by the Inspector. Dock 
Safety or the Traffic Manager or the Dock Labour 
Board. He shall be in possession of the minimum 
gear as may be prescribed by the Chairman from 
time to time. 

(o) He shall provide the workers necessary protective 

safety appliances appropriate for the type of ca'go. 

(p) He shall ensure that the workers are available at the 
work site throughout the shift period, except during 
the recess hours and render the normal output as 
prescribed by the Dock Labour Board and shall take 
effective steps to improve the performance whenever 
output falls below normal. 

(ql He shall make adequate arrangements for ancillary 
operations such as filling, stitching and breaking of 
cargo, stocking of cargo storage of caco etc., on 
board the vessels. 

(r) (i) He shall undertake to pay to woikers engaged 
by him wages and allowances in accordance with the 
terms of wage settlement arrived at between the 
Central Government and the Federations of Port 
and Dock Workers from time to time. 

(ii) He shall ensure that the daily time rate wage of the 
casual wo-kmen, if any, employed bv him should be 
fixed according to the minimum of revised scales 
applicable to the respective categories or on the 
existing pattern whichever is better. 


(s) He shall not assign, transfer or in “any manner part 

with any interest or benefit in or under the licence’ 
to any other person without the prior appioval in 
writing of the Chairman. 

(t) He shall comply with such instructions as may be 

issued from time to time by the Traffic Manager 
in the interest of safety, improved productivity and 
labour discipline. 

6 . Application for Grant /Renewal of Licence.—(i) The 
application for grant/renewal of a stevedoring licence shall 
be made in FORM ‘A’ to the Traffic Manager. 

(ii) The applicant shall pay a licence fee of Rs. 4,500 before 
the licence is issued/renewed. Every licensed stevedore shall 
deposit a sum of Rs. 5,000 as earnest money for the pioper 
performance of work permitted under the licence. The earnest 
money will not carry any interest and will be refunded when 
the licence ceases to operate after adjusting the claims, if 
any, of the Board. 

(iii) Every licence granted or renewed under these regula¬ 
tions shall be in Form ‘B\ 

(iv) The application for lenewal of Stevedore licence shall 
be made at least one month before the expiry of the licence. 
If the application for renewal is not received within the sti¬ 
pulated period of one month, such applications may be ac¬ 
cepted on payment of Rs. 50 by- the Chairman, provided that 
the application for renewal together with the late fee of 
Rs. 50 is received by the Traffic Manager before the actual 
date of expiry of the licence. 

U) No applications for renewal of licences received after 
the d:,t„ ol expiry ot the licence will be considered. 

(\i) In the event of loss or defacing of the original licence, 
a duplicate licence may be obtained on an applica¬ 
tion made to the Traffic Manager on payment of Rupees one 
hundred. 

7. Change in name, constitution etc., to be communicated.— 

(0 Where the Stevedore is a firm or a Company, it shall 

immediately communicate to the Chairman any change in 
the Director, Managing Director or partners, as the case may 
be. with a copy of the document in support of such change. 

(ii) An#change in the name, title or constitution of a firm 
or a Company holding a Stevedoring Licence shall be com¬ 
municated to the Chairman forthwith. The firm or company 
undergoing such a change shall submit a fresh application 
<oi the grant of new' licence; provided that the Chairman 
may allow =uch firm or company to carry on business till 3 
decision is taken on such fresh application. 

8 . Power of Chairman to suspend a Licence pending en¬ 
quiry.—The Traffic Manager shall report any violation of 
the terms and conditions of the stevedoring licence by the 
Stevedoie to the Chairman, who may, pending enquiry, sus¬ 
pend for a period not exceeding three-months the licence 
issued to a Stevedore, if he finds it expedient and necessary 
to do so in the interest of the Port. 

9. Suspension of Licence.—(i) The Chairman may at any 
tune suspend for such period as he may deem fit, or cancel 
the licence issued to a Stevedore for violation of any of the 
terms of the licence or for any of the reasons listed below : 

(a) Violation of Safety precautions. 

(b) Low Productivity. 

(c) Lack of supervision over stevedoring workers. 

td) Improper and unsafe handling of Packages. 

(e) Mis-representation or mis-statement’ of material 
facts. 

(f) On the stevedore being adjudged insolvent or has 

gone into liquidation. 

<g) Causing obstruction in any work in the Port. 

(h) Sub-letting of work to other individual or parties. 

(i) Any misconduct which in the opinion of the Chair¬ 

man warrants such cancellation or suspension. 
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(ii) No stevedoring licence shall be cancelled or suspend¬ 
ed until the stevedore has been given a reasonable opportunity 
for showing cause why his licence should not be cancelled 
or suspended and after refolding of reasons for such cancel¬ 
lation or suspension. 

10. Appeal, ii) Any poison aggrieved by tudrcs of the 
Chairman granting or ret using to pant a licence or renew¬ 
ing or refusing to renew a licence or suspending a licence 
under these Regulations may prefer an appeal in writing to 
the Central Government within thirty days of the communi¬ 
cation of the order appealed against. 

(ii) 'flu; Cenhtl Government shall pass such ordei on the 
appeal as it deems fit after giving an opportunity of beirij 
beard to ihe appellant. 

(iii) Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-Regulation 
(i), an rppeat may bo admitted after the period of thirty 
days if the appellant satisfy the Central Government that 
he had sufficient cause for not making an application within 
such period. 

11. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Regula¬ 
tions, stevedoring licence which may be In force on the date 
of issue, of these regulations shall be deemed to have been 
issued under these Regulations and shall continue to be valid 
till the expiry of the period of such licences. 

12. Repeal of Certain Regulations.—Tlie Regulations 63 
and 64 of the Visakhapatnam Port Dock Regulations, I '*(> 7 
shall stand repealed.
